A PROCLAMATIION 


For. due Execution of the late Act of Parliament againſt Importing Cattel from 
5 Ireland, and other Parts beyond the Seas. 


CHARLES K. 
ebe Kings Myety being advertiſed, That ſince, and contrary to the laid late Act, 
great numbers of Cattel have been bꝛought from lreland into ſeveral parts of this 
EKcealm, and lundꝛy fraudulent pzactices uled, to svade the ſaid Act, and the Foꝛ⸗ 
keitures and Penalties thereby impoſed : His Majeſty therefoze (by the Advice of 
His Pꝛiby Council) doth hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command, That the ſaid Act 


**Z>=>XEEDS be duely oblerved, and in no wile eluded by any fraudulent contrivance whatſoever, 
And fozalmuch as His Majeſty is infozmed, That amongſt other undue pꝛactices, the Officers 
(who by the laid Act are appointed to be Seizoꝛs) after the Seizure made, by underhand agree- 
ments between them and the Owners, oꝛ ſome on their behalf, have made colourable Sales to 
them, oz fo2 their uſe, of the Cattel ſeized, at ſmall and unvaluable Pzices, intending thereby, and 
other like frauds, to avoid the laid Act: His Majeſty doth ſtrictly Charge and Command the Con- 
ſtables, Tythingmen, Headbozoughs, Churchwardens, and Overſeers of the Pooz, to make due 
Seizures accoꝛding to the laid Act, and to take eſpecial care that the Cattel ſeized be ſold foz the 
full and real value thereof, and that the moneys ariſing thereby, be duely diſpoſed, as by the ſaid 
Act is directed, without any fraud oz colluſion. And His Majeſty Willeth and Commandeth the 
ultices of Peace of the reſpective Counties, and eſpecially thoſe who live near the place where 
uch Cattel (all be landed, ſtrictly to enquire into all abuſes tending to evade the laid Act, and bind 
over the Offenders, as well the Owners and Jmpozters of the Cattel, and their Agents, as the 
Dfficers that (hall Seize the lame, to the nert Alſiʒes o2 Seſſions to be held koꝛ the County where 
ſuch Seizure ſhall ve, and cauſe them to be Jndicted and pꝛolecuted foꝛ the conkederacies and other 
practiſes againſt the ſaid Act. 7 
And His Majeſty doth further direct the Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, and other 
Officers of His Poꝛts where luch Cattel hall be landed ( if any be) koꝛthwith to certifie His 
Pꝛiby Council, the Numbers, and the Names of the Owners oꝛ Impoꝛters thereof, and the Pariſh 
oꝛ place into which they Wall be firſt bought, to the end ſuch further directions may be given, and 
pꝛoktedings had, as ſhall be agreeable to Juſtice, and that the laid Act of Parliament may be in⸗ 


violably obſerved. : wk
